Irish Self- Government, 

Mr. Asqulth, turning his attention to 
Ireland, said he lia<3 been fortunate for 
once, because tho measures senl up In 
her behalf did not come violently ath- 
wart tho prejudices of the Houso of 
TiOrdB. 

"Speaking last year before my ac- 
cession to the premiership," Mr. Asqulth 
conlluuod, "I described the Irish situ- 
ation as the one undeniable fnlluro of 
British statesmanship.

We bhall there 
fore demand authority from tho elec-, 
torate to translate an ancient, un- 
written usage into' an act of parlia- 
ment and to place upon the statute 
book recognition explicit of the set- 
tled doctrine of our constitution, thnt 
It is beyond the province of the Houso 
of Lords to meddle to any degree or 
for any purpose with the national fi- 
nances." 

No More Rebuffs. 
The- Premier said that neither he nor 
any other Liberal minister supported 
by.., a majority in tho House of Com- 
mons '■was going to submit ngain to 
the rebuffs and humiliations of the 
last four years. Thoy would not as- 
sume office unless they could secure 
safeguards which experience showed 
to be necessary for tho legislative 
party.

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LONDON, Dec, 10,-Mr. AsQiiith was 
not alone in giving to the people their 
first real touch uf tlio campaign, Tor 
Arthur .t. -naif our, lender of the 
opposition in trm. Hqlise of Commons, 
mado a siroiiltaneous ijilea to them In 
a quiet, dignified election- manifesto 
addressed to the oleetora of tho city 
of London, who havo chosen him lis 
their candidate. 

Mr. Balfour's manifesto will bo dis- 
appointing- to an enormous portion of 
his political followers, Inasmuch as It 
dismisses tariff reform as the "first' 
Plank" In the Unionist programme. Mr. 
Balfour" makes no attempt to define 
tariff reform, but concentrates his at- 
tention on an accusation that the Lib- 
eral government is engaging in a con- 
spiracy to destroy the constitution by 
submitting one-chamber government 
like that of Greece. 

The manifesto Is exceedingly long. 
It reviews the history of the crisis and 
dcclarest hat the government's claim 
declares that the government's claim 
be the uncontrolled master of every 
class and without appeal to tlio coun- 
try, oven in the most extreme cases. 

He cites the United States, where 
the fundamental principle of the con- 
stitution is that every class or prop- 
erty should he taxed alike, and Bays 
no such measuro as tho British budget 
could be adopted thcia without a two- 
thirds majority of both Houses, or be- 
come law -without a national mandate 
from the great majorlty'of the country, 
while even if the House of Representa- 
tives approved special taxation it 
could be stopped by tho Sennte or 
vetoed by the president. 

"I am not so immoderate," says Mr. 
Balfour 5n the manifesto, "as to de- 
mand such security for tho British 
citizen, but only that If exceptional 
taxation is Imposed ui the caprice of 
a minister, ho should not be deprived 
of the only means known to the con- 
stitution by which an appeal to his 
fellow-countrymen may bo secured." 

Mr. Balfour in charging the govern- 
ment with conspiracy to secure a 
single chamber system like Greece, 
says that, the Houso of Commons is 
the primary factor of the will of tho 
people, possessing powers certainly not 
possessed in the United States or in 
Franco, but these unexnmplod powers 
ha declares will not satisfy tho single 
chamber conspirators, who want the 
Houso of Commons to be independent 
not merely of the peers, but of the peo- 
ple. 

"It seems to me," Mr. Balfour de- 
clares, "a truism thnt tariff reform 
will stimulate homo Industrial. OnV/ 
by tariff reform can you hope to re- 
tain colonial preference, to modify 
commercial treaties In your favor and 
secure home produce from unfair com- 
petition in the home markets. It will 
do no injury In neutral markets, and 
may give valuable aid in protected 
markets. It Is credible that it will not 
keep capital here thai otherwise would 
go abroad, that if it docs tho demand 
for labor will not increase? 

"On other respects of tariff reform 
I will nay nothing; The very fact that 
it is tho first plank In tho Unionist 
programme has prevented It ever re- 
ceiving; less than Its duo -meed of at- 
tention whether from friends or foes."

HELP FOR SWITCHMEN 

President Gompers Says Federation 
- Will Give Thorn (Assistance in 
Th eir Strik e. 

i CINCINNATI, Dec. 10.— Tile Ameri- 
can . Federation of Labor will support- 
the railroad switchmen who are on 
strike, in the northwest to the extent 
of its powers, according to an an- 
nouncement made today by Hamuel 
Gompers, president of the Federation, 
after an extended conference with 
Frank Hawley, president of the switch- 
men's union of North America. This 
is said to mean that if the railroads 
do not concede tho demands of tlio 
strikers, the trouble may spread until 
It Involves other railroad unions con- 
nected with the American Federation 
of Labor. 

Mr. Gompers refused to say whether 
there- would be an extension of the 
strike, but he asserted that after a full 
investigation, he was satisfied that the 
demands of the strikers wore reason- 
able, and that they would receive the 
support of all affiliated unions. 

Mr. Hawley was jubilant over the de- 
cision of Mr. Gompers. He ridiculed 
published assertions of railroad offi- 
cials that the "strike was ended, and 
exclaimed: "They cannot boat us now 
that the great Federation of Labor Is

ITS WHARF PLANS 

In view of the opposition 
which has developed to the 
plans of the G. T. P. for 
wharves- hi the inner harbor 
bore, the railway company 
has decided to modify them.

VANCOUVER, Dec. 10. — A direct 
charge of a combine against the Can- 
adian Insurance companies was amude 
at the .TiioeUne of .Western.. Canadian 
■umbermeh at Vancouver- thifi after- 
noon, and the discussion reached the 
length of appointing a committee to 
look into the matter and, if possible, 
to bring an action against the insur- 
ance men for illegal combination. The 
subject occupied the greater part of 
the afternoon session, and forought 
out an unanimous opinion that the 
lumber industry did not receive the 
full measure of governmental protec- 
tion which was Its due. 

A. D. MtfRae brought the question 
before the convention when he 'urged 
closer co-operation between the prem- 
ium-payers as against the insurance 
companies. Legislation was before 
the senate at Ottawa which would 
■prohibit the manufacturers of the 
•country from insuring their concerns 
with whom they pleased. He sug- 
gested a compromise bill, but was 
strongly opposed to the proposition 
'Which, the insurance companies wero 
trying. to get passed, and which would 
enforce a 15 per cent tax on prem- 
iums paid to outside companies. Tho 
lumbermen wish to place part of their 
risks with .United States companies. 

"The organization of the Insurance 
companies is complete," said Mr. Mc- 
Rae, "and the proposal which they 
have before the senate will, If passed, 
shut out American companies entire- 
ly." 

Otto Lechmund said that his ex- 
perience wns that he could get in- 
surance cheaper in the United States 
than on the Canadian side. He be- 
lieved in doing business in Canada if 
the rates were at all reasonable, but 
he was strongly opposed to the con- 
templated legislation, which would 
place the business .men at the mercy 
of the insurance combine. 

'We should light this to tho last 
ditch," said R. H. . Alexander. "It 
soems incredible that the government 
is going to countenance and encourage 
tho insurance companies, .who are 
formed -into a huge combine In Can- 
ada, to dictate to the people of Can- 
ada the premiums they are going to 
pay and to stop us going elsewhere 
if we can get it cheaper. In the lum- 
bering trade we havo been harried by 
commissions, and investigation in tlio 
matter of prices is even mentioned, 
but these insurance people are evi- 
dently to be allowed to form a trust 
with the approval of tho government. 
It seenis to mo that if a resident of 
Canada wants to buy insurance in 
any other country the business is not 
done in Canada, and I think we must 
stand for the right of tho individual 
to go and transact business outside of 
Canada if he thinks (it. This legis- 
lation seems to nie to bo a perfect 
outrage. The troublo is that the large 
risks are gradually heading away, 
from Canadu, for these combine com- 
panies cannot handle the largo risks 
and themselves do business with out- 
side companies, yet they want to stop 
us doing the yery tiling that they do 
themselves. It is perfectly proper 
that we should bo subjected to one 
»er cent tux the samo as they pay, 
but to put on 15 per cent is an out- 
■•ago." 

A strongo resolution was thereupon 
passed. 

Then came 'a 'motion which means 
a radical change In the lumber indus- 
tiy, for the convention decided to 
make odd lengths of lumber a stand- 
ard.

Naval Bill Likely to Be Delayed 
" After Christmas 
Holidays 



OTTAWA, Dec. 10.— By the narrow 
majority of 29 the House today defeat- 
ed a motion which was tantamount to 
u. vote of censure on Sir Wilfrid for 
refusing to elect whether to sit for 
Ottawa or Quebec East. 

The announcement of the figures 
caused much excitement in the House, 
and, some extremely, hard knocks were 
given the premier in the debate. He 
was held up as', a "trickster who had 
failed to discharge his duty* by Mr. 
Crothers, of Elgin. Another broadside 
fired was that of Mr. Northrup, of 
East Hastings, who charged Sir Wil- 
frid with having stolen goods In. his 
possession, namely, one seat belonging 
to the people of Canada. 

This is how the matter came Up: 
The premier having been duly notified 
beforehand, the motion to go into sup- 
!Ply was made, but A. S. Meighen, of 
Portage la Prairie, moved an amend- 
ment regarding the status, of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler as a member of the Houso 
sitting for both Ottawa and Quebec 
East. Mr. Meighen said that he had 
no intention of challenging 'the ruling 
of the speaker a week ago, that a mem- 
ber could' sit for more than one seat 
as long as he pleased, there being 
nothing in the rules to prevent him, 
but he claimed that the principles 
which led up to that ruling were er- 
roneously stated. Ho moved an amend- 
ment to the effect that the sessional 
orders of the British House in Torce 
.on July 1..18G7, were. wh.h.Lttith'v mean- 
ing of the w-rds, ••ru'lc« ; .'ii&i/jtb..«CT* 
forms of proceeding," as stated in. ;Hli- v .

Mr. Meigh- 
en claimed that according to precedent 
this wus also a rule of the Cana- 
dian Parliament. Under existing cir- 
cumstances a man could sit for both 
seats if he chose to run for them and 
was elected. 

Then Mr. Ayiesworth rose. He was 
inclined to criticize Mr. Meighen for 
not testing the ruling of the speaker 
a week ago, when it was made ,by ap- 
pealing from it to the House. He 
contended that the ruling was right 
in every way and should be supported. 
The question was whether such a rule 
existed in England or not, but at any 
rate he refused to accept a sessional 
order as a rule, as it went out of force 
with the session. Mr. Ayiesworth 
gave some 
fore he 

This brought up Mr. Borden, who 
remarked that Mr. Aylesworth's argu- 
ment was neither common sense nor 
common law. 

The Opposition leader strongly sup- 
ported Mr. Meighen's contention that 
tho British practice applied in this 
case. 

When Sir Wilfrid rose there was an 
air of expectancy about the house. 
The premier offered some generalities 
about the rules 6£ parliamentary pro- 
cedure, which he said was a veritable 
maze. Even Bourlnot and May dif- 
fered in their interpretation of tho 
rules, and a committee had been nam- 
ed to go Into the whole matter. 

Hon. John Haggai t wanted to know 
why Sir Wilfrid would not decide at 
once. What was there to prevent it? 

Then Mr, Brodeur argued in sup- 
port of tho contention that there wero 
no rules, and the last shot from the 
opposition was fired by Mr. Crothers, 
who, after delving for the greater part 
of the afternoon in tho mysteries of 
Bourlnot, read- from that authority 
that If a member is returned for more 
than one constituency, he must resign 
from all but one. The protest against 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier was disposed of 
last June, added Mr. Crothers, and 
tlio duty of the premier wns manifest- 
ly clear, yet he had failed to discharge 
it. 

Tills ended it and the division fol- 
lowed, witli the resuit thnt -the amend- 
ment was defeated by 90 to CI. 

A quiet evening in supply was spent 
by the House. Mr. Templeman had the 
floor with liis inland revenue and ex- 
cise votes, and succeeded in securing 
three Quarters of a million boforo ad- 
journment at 11 p.m. The majority of 
the Items were non contentious. 

The naval bill would appear to bo 
shelved until after the Christmas re- 
cess. Mr. Fielding brings down his 
budget on Tuesday, and as It niny pos- 
sibly bo of a slightly more encouraging 
character than its Immediate predeces- 
sor it may open tho gates to a flood 
or oratory which will take up tho 
Whole of the time before adjournment 
for tho holidays on Friday.

On the 
point of remuneration Mr. Adams Is 
content to lot. thut.; stand for the time- 
being until tlio nature of the defects 
are ascertained and tlio resporisioility 
for tlie defects placed. That.f uh'damont- 
ully there Is nothing the mutter with 
the- reservoir, so far as the plans ;un'd_. 
specifications are concerned, is the llrih 
conviction ol Mr. Adams; but lie hints 
at difficulties, "political" and otherwise, 
under which the council njvd mayor rrsi 
and while ho dues not,, say .; so In s'o 
many words lie indicates that iiQ,,ber

When the reservoir defects • wore, 
pointed but In the Colonist"' of recjeut;

Council also feels very 
strongly on matter, Leakage three?

I have no- - tlcslro '. whatever to 
evade nny responsibility ; which . -may 
properly attach . ; to . me nor on 
the other hand'' have I any 
thought of accepting' responsibility 
which Investigation may show to be 
properly placeublo 'elsewhere. 

My reply to your message is again 
dictated by an earnest desire, compen- 
sation or no', compensation,* to render 
any aid that I can," hut neither this nor 
tlie preced big-' letter must be .construed 
In any other wayV 

1 have' frequently asked for somo 
[definite statement , as to the -results of 
■<M\ examination- of the bottom of the 
reservoir, and from -your message I take 
It that the reservoir has not yet been 
emptied for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing them. Jt is evident that it is use- 
less for me to come to Victoria if this 
leakage is due to the formation of 
openings through the asphultutn joints 
of tho lining. Such a difficulty is 
too easily remedied to warrant the ex- 
pense of a trip, whether borne by the 
city or myself.

THE INNER HARBOR. 

We present on another page this 
morning a map of tho Inner Harbor, 
reproduced from one prepared by Mr. 
T. C. Sorby for 'the Inner Harbor As- 
sociation; also %x letter from Mr. Sorby 
to the Minister of Public "Works. In 
doing so wo do not wisli to' be under- 
stood as speaking for or against the 
matters referred to in the letter. It 
seems to be in tho interest of nil con- 
cerned to present the facts as they 
are brought under our notice. Mr. 
Sorby gives us one side of tho case. 
We shall endeavor to secure other 
statements, which may present a dif- 
ferent view. We wish to approach tho 
discussion of this question with ull 
possible care. A time has come in the 
history of Victoria as a port* 'when it 
is desirable tiiat every precaution 
should be taken to avoid doing any- 
thing that will militate against its fu- 
ture. It is desirable that we should 
consider not only the interests of those 
now owning water frontage on tho In- 
ner Harbor, but also the reasonable 
wishes of those desiring to utilize the 
harbor. In theory all citizens welcome 
the advent of new transportation com- 
panies. In practice 'difficulties are 
often put in their way. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific wishes to come immc- 
'diately; before the summer passes we 
may expect to hear from the Canadian 
Xorthern on the same subject. We 
must, as citizens, therefore, deal with 
the Inner Harbor on broad lines. 
• In view of the fact 'that a very large 
sum of money is invested in business 
property surrounding, abutting on or 
contiguous to the Inner Harbor, we 
think it liighly desirable tiiat, if pos- 
sible, the coasting steamers should find 
accommodation in? thut basin. The 
Outer Wharves;" can be enlarged so us 
to provide accomny>dation for now ves- 
sels, if there vis. not. room -enough there 
already; but we hope that the expan- 
sion of business resulting from rail- 
way construction will require all the 
accommodation now existing or likely 
soon to be furnished at the Outer Har- 
bor. For many reasons, which we need 
not give, It Is desirable to bring the 
coasting and ferry steamers directly 
into the Inner Harbor. Wo think ibis 
ought to be the governing principle in 
dealing with the proposed plans of 1 lie 
Grand Trunk Pacific and such plans as 
the Canadian Northern may hereafter 
submit. 

Premising what ship-owners know 
better than any one else, namely, that 
as ''the trade of a {port 'increases, the 
facilities for reaching and leaving 
docks must necessarily be more re- 
stricted than When the movements of 
steamers are limited to om: or two 
daily all belonging to one line, ve take 
the ^position that it is imperative that 
the available area of the Inner Harbor 
should be enlarged as quickly as Die 
necessary work can be done. Wo direct 
attention to the map referred lo. H 
will be observed that a dotted line is 
drawn along the front of the Indian 
Reserve and about midway through the 
harbor towards the bridge. Nearer the 
shore of the Reserve is a dotted 
straight line. The space between these 
lines is not now of any use for the 
purposes of navigation, except tor small 
vessels, such as fishing- slooys, 
launches, and the. like, and sit low tide 
these have to be very careful. The 
•width' of tho navigable channel is 
slightly oyer 400 feet. If the area re- 
ferred to were deepened by the remov- 
al of rocks, a navigable channel 900 
feet wide would be secured. Mr. Sorby 
has estimated that the removal of the 
rock here, so as to give a navigable 
depth equal to the remainder of the 
Inner Harbor, would cost S2:;r>,000, in- 
cluding in this sum $20,000 for a cof- 
fer dam. If this plan were; carried out, 
the rock would be placed inside of the 
straight line and would make valuable 
frontage on the Reserve. If tho claims 
made for the Lobnitz dredge are sound, 
the cost would probably be under Mr. 
Sorby's estimate, although we do not 
claim to speak with any authority on 
the subject. 

Our suggestion is that tite strongest 
possible pressure should be brought to 
bear upon the public works depart- 
ment to secure during the present, ses- 
sion of Parliament an appropriation to 
pay for this work, and that 'a delega- 
tion should be sent to Ottawa) to pre- 
sent the case. In suggesting/ a dele- 
gation we do not wish to be understood 
as reflecting in the least upon any per- 
son. Victoria is about the only city 
of any importunce In Canada, and 
probably the only seaport that lias not 
sent delegations lo Ottawa to present 
Its claims for harbor or oilier improve- 
ments. Wc ipass resolutions, bm\ reso- 
lutions are a good deal like petitions 
thai .any one. will sign. Any opojwill

BEACON HILL PARK 

We confess to some uneasiness con- 
cerning Beacon Hill Park. Of course, 
the park is for public uses, and 
cricket, bowling, hockey and other 
games are tho manner in which a. cer- 
tain portion of the public get the most 
good out of it. What we fear is that 
in some way or other somebody may 
acquire rights which will bo prejudi- 
cial to the public ownership and user 
of the whole area. As it is manifest 
that two bodies cannot occupy the 
same space, it follows that when one 
club is using a part of the ground for 
a certain purpose, another cannot do 
so. There must therefore be some 
regulation in regard to the use of the 
park for games. AVe do not think any 
cue objects to games in Beacon Hill 
Park. The objection la to permitting 
one organization to have a privilege 
denied lo other organizations or the 
people at large. An area is being pre- 
pared for hockey. Very good. Hockey 
is a game that may very properly be 
played in a large area like the park. 
1 hern is Twenty of room for hockey 
wnliout interfering witli the rights of 
othf-T people. There cannot be the 
least objection to a part of the Park 
being set aside for hockey; but there 
is a \isy srilous objection to any part 
of the Park being set apart for the 
use of any hockey club. It follows 
thar no hockey club should be allowed 
to expend its own funds in making or 
maintaining a hockey Held in the Park. 
This shviild be done, if it is done at 
all, out of the public funds, and the 
field should be open to all hockey 
players! It would be necessary, to pre- 
vent misunderstanding, for the Park 
Superintendent to. give permits for the 
use of the field. We see no reason 
why any club might not be given the 
use of it for certain days in the week 
during a season, and the right to have 
it on other days if there were hpj 
previous applicants. This could bcr. 
Very easily arranged... The same thing- 
is true of cYiekct, ,bowls or any other 
games. T!:t ground should be prepared 
and kept in condition at the public ex- 
pense, and a small fee might be ex- 
acted from persons using the grounds 
to meet tiie cost of keeping them up. 
But permission ought never to be for 
more than a single season at a time, 
and the erection of private club-houses 
should not be permitted. It is a part 
of the duty of the municipal govern- 
ment to maintain play grounds for. the 
people, and we would like to see free 
grounds kept up; but possibly some 
persons might think a small fee not 
unreasonable, although we think under 
any circumstances there ought to be 
grounds where boys would be free to 
carry on their games on obtaining the 
consent of the Park Superintendent. 
This assent would prevent trouble be- 
tween rival groups of boys, who might 
wish to use the same ground, and it 
would give those, who were playing, 
certain rights for the time being. We 
think the matter of using the Beacon 
Hill Park for games can be very easily 
arranged without giving any person 
or association any rights in diminution 
of the public user. 

THE G. T. PACIFIC PLANS 

A despatch of yest.-rday stated that 
the Grand Trunk Pacific is seeking a 
route for a line from Yellowhead Pass 
to Vancouver by way of the Bonaparte 
river and the Squamish or I.lllooQt riv- 
ers. It Is quite intelligible tlia't'Uils 
company should desire to build into 
Vancouver, for by so doing it will get 
into the most populous part of the 
Province and be in touch with busi- 
ness originating in or destined from 
the Pacific Coast states. The route 
mentioned in the despatch Jh a modifi- 
cation of that whicli the Colonist has 
suggested. We venture .to propose, If 
the company has satisfied Itself tltat 
it has found the best line', that it 
should pursue its explorations further 
with the view of seeing If a suitable 
route cannot be found to Bute Inlet 
around the southern extremity of 
Ciiilco Bake. As far as wo know the 
country between the Squamish river 
and the Southgate, which flows Into 
Bute Inlet, has never been explored. It 
'.vould be quite feasible for tho com- 
pany to build up the Frasor' from tho 
crossing .mentioned in tho despatch, 
namely, near Clinton, and follow the 
•Chilicotln to Tatia Lake, where it 
would meet the line of the Marcus 
Smith survey. The distance from the. 
crossing of tho Frascr to Tatia Lake 
would be about 150 miles. This would 
make the distance from the proposed 
crossing of the Fraser lo Frederick 
Arm about 300 'in lies. If, howover, a 
route can be found around tho south- 
ern end of Chllco Lnko and by way of 
the Southgate to Bute Jnlet and Fred- 
erick Arm, the distance would bo un- 
der 175' miles probably, which would 
give a, line from Frederick Arm to 
Tele Jaime Cache of probably not moro 
than '150 miles.; Of this tho eastern" 
two-thirds would bo common both to 
the Vancouver route and tho Frederick! 
Ann route. AVe suggest that this mat- 



ter is worthy of the attention of tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific. AVe assume that, 
in the event of tho company desiring 
to build to Vancouver it will approach 
tho Provincial government for assist- 
ance, and a strong effort ought to bo 
made to have that assistance made 
conditional upon the extension of the 
line to Frederick Arm, just as the. 
Canadian Northern contract provides 
as an essential feature the construc- 
tion of the line to Barkley Sound. 

A BOARD OF CONTROL. 

Montreal recently by a popular vote 
resolved lo liavo a Bourd of Control. 
Discussing tills determination, the 
Montreal Witness says: "It ts tho 
only system by which honesty and ef- 
ficiency can be secured In any gov- 
ernment." AVe have no renson In Vic- 
toria for urging tho establishment of 
a Board of Control on tiie score of 
honesty. The local argument is based 
solely on tho ground of efficiency. 
Speaking with special reference to 
Montreal, the AVitness says: 

The Board O'f Control will prepare 
an annual budget, in which the estim- 
ates of taxation and expenditure will 
be presented for review and approval 
by the Council, which will vote tho 
supplies, but have no hand in the 
spending of the money. The advan- 
tages of this system are that the ad- 
ministrators look to the whole city 
for re-election and owe allegiance to 
tho city as a whole. Administration 
by ward representatives can never lie 
anything but a system of log-rolling." 

Tho citizens can judge for them • 
solves how these observations apply 
to Victoria Some of them certainly 
do, for there can be no doubt at ail 
that officers responsible to tr.c whole 
city and charged with the supervision 
of work over the whole city, will be 
less Hkeiy to be influenced by local 
and persona: considerations than any 
alderman representing a ward only. 
-o

To us it seems very 
unbusiness-like that a private corpor- 
ation should have the right to supply 
the greater part of greater Victoria 

Wo venture to suggest that the pro- 
posal to establish a Board of Control 
might be discussed with s.ome sem- 
blance of sanity, and that it is not a 
question over which it is either neces- 
sary or desirable to indulge In person- 
alities of the Imputation of motives. 
Even in municipal matters, it is just 
as well to suppose that other people 
arc actuated by honest Intentions and 
may p.ossibly be right. " However this 
is only our opinion. Perhaps the best 
way to treat everything is with a 
sneer, it is certainly the easiest way 
and calls for tho least possible ex- 
penditure of thought. That is what 
poHsibly commends it to some people. 

A correspondent in yesterday's pa- 
per pointed out, In reply to a para- 
graph in tiie Colonist of the previous 
morning, that Canada does not grow 
cotton and that the United States 
does, and that if we would change our 
climate and grow cotton we would re- 
ceive the same advantages under ta- 
riff reform as arc propo led to bo ex- 
tended lo tiie United States. Exactly 
so; and as we cannot change the cli- 
mate we must be content to remain 
less favorably situated than oui 
neighbors in the market of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom in respect to our chief 
export than they will be In respect to 
theirs. He also tells us that raw cot- 
ton is necessary for the purpose of 
supplying the mlllb of ' the United 
Kingdom. He does not. tell us so, but 
other friends of tariff reform say that 
a duty on wheat will stlmulato tho 
production of the grain in the United 
Kingdom, just aa tho proposed higher 
duty on flour is Intended to stlmulato' 
the grinding of wheat In the United 
Kingdom. This is all quito logical 
and wo hope no one supposed for a 
moment that. we thought the contrary. 
Our point is that it destroys tho whole 
so-called "imperial'' aspect of tariff re- 
form. A good many of us saw that 
this was li.ow It would be, and that 
is why wo refused to Join In the chor- 
us, which claimed that tariff reform 
meant the unification of tho Empire. 
That's all wo have to say on the point 
except that tariff reform so far ns tho 
United Kingdom is concerned may bo 
absolutely logical, and we aro inclined 
to think it Is; but so far as a Unit- 
ed Empire is concerned It is absolutely 
illogical, at least as It has been pre- 
sented. ■' - I

The objections of the Inner Harbor 
Association to certain details of the 
plans of the Grand Trunk Pacific for 
the construction of wharves in the lo- 
cal harbor are explained in the follow- 
ing letter which was recently sent to 
the Hon. W, Pugsley, the federal min- 
ister of public works. 

Sir: The attention of this associa- 
tion has been called, by the accom- 
panying advertisement, to a certain 
proposal of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway company to construct exten- 
sive wharves over the waters of tile 
harbor, 'as shown In pale lines on the 
accompanying map. 

1. A meeting of this association 
was held In the city hall yesterday, 
attended by most of those persons 
owning water front properties, or con- 
cerned in the shipping industries of 
the Port of Victoria, 

2- This Association, while strong- 
ly In favor of according ajl possible 
facilities to the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway desire to point out that this 
harbor Is of most limited area, barely 
!>oo feet wide between the. Hudson's 
Hay wharf and the eilfre of the pres- 
ent navigable channel; that at the 
Government wharf it is only about GOO 
feet wide; and that from the Alaska 
Steamship company's wharf to that 
operated by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway It Is only about 400 feel anil 
further, that vessels leaving any of 
these wharves have to back out and 
turn in the hay in order to get head- 
er] for the narrows at the Songlioes 
Point. The C.P.R. local boats are 
from 300 to 350 feet Ions and in leav- 
ing •, ort have to traverse jm are of 
a circle, which at times Is within the 
area of I ho proposed G.T.P. wharf, un- 
til their stern approaches the. Hud- 
son's -Bay wharf anA Jfto head points 
out to the narrows. This arc Is car- 
ried considerably shorewards in even

breeae is blowing It Is. necessary to 
swing these ' vessels from the end of 
the pier, in which case they approach 
liay wharf or the Alaska Steamship 
wharf. The D. G. steamer Quadra, 
and any vessel having the Hudson's 
Bay whurf or the Alasko Steamship 
wharf has precisely the same difficulty 
in getting away. The same applies to 
vessels from the upper harbor, like the 
Eoscowltz line of steamers, when 
leaving for sea, they have no room 
to round the point without backing. 
These vessels are all working on slow 
spefd, with poor steerage way and 
ait liable to be driven over towards 
tUe v.hr-rves by the prevailing winds 
from the south or the southwest. 

'■i. The proposed wharves of the G. 
T. I', as shown on the accompanying 
map in faint lines, extend out over 
the navigable waters of the harbor a 
cllsta nee of 250 feet westwards of the 
Alaska Steamship wharf. It will, 
therefore be clear that any such en- 
croachment over the navigable wat- 
ers of the harbor, as proposed by the 
G.T.P., would injuriously affect all ad- 
jacent property, render the naviga- 
tion of tlie C.P.R, steamers difficult 
and unsafe, and almost Impracticable 
in a wind; it would practically close 
up tlie Alaska wharf; it would closo up 
the Dominion Government wharf and 
it would be almost impossible for any 
vessel to get away rrom the Hudson's 
Hay wharf, or to leave the upper har- 
bor with any wind blowing from the 
south or west. 

4. I am therefore directed by the 
association to transmit for your infor- 
mation, a, map of this portion of the 
harbor, with tlie proposed encroach- 
ment plotted thereon, to call your at- 
tention to the before named facts, and 
to ask Vour careful consideration of 
the following resolutions, passed at 
the meeting referred to: 

(a) "That tills association protests 
against the construction of any 
wharves that would Interfere with the 
free navigation of the waters of tlie 
harbor. 

(Ii) "That this association submits, 
for the consideration id' the Hon., the 
Minister of Public Works, . that the 
existing lino of wharves, from tho 
railway bridge to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment wharf should be continued 
southwards until Intersected by a line 
drawn In continuation westerly of the 
Alaska Steamship wharf, as shown in 
rod on the accompanying map; and 
further, that no projection bo allowed 
beyond these lines." ■ 

5; I am further directed to call your 
attention to the rocks extending east- 
erly from Songhees Point and North- 
erly to the Railway bridge, tho pres- 
ence of which renders the approach to 
or departure from, tlie upper harbor 
so difficult and dangerous, and during 
wind, crowds passing vessels over to- 
wards the wharves of the Eastern side 
of tho harbor. 

I am also directed to call attention 
to tho small but dangerous reef of f i 
Hudson's Bay wharf, as shown on the 



map. Tills rock being submerged, is 
a frequent cause of damage. 

6. There are already 24 firms doing 
marine business above the railway 
bridge and, as soon as the deepening 
of the basin or upper harbor is com- 
pleted and the railway bridge put in 
proper working order, the volume of 
business, both foreign and coastwise 
done by these mills, shipyards, repair 
shops, etc.. etc., will enormously in- 
crease, and the immediate removal of 
these dangerous impediments to navi- 
gation is, therefore, most urgently 
needed.

Not only Victorious but people from 
all parts of tho province, will welcome 
the announcement that there is likely 
to bo; on Parliament square a botanical 
Harden containing a collection of the 
shrubs and flowers of British Colum- 
bia. Few things could be more beau- 
tiful or of greater interest. The flora 
of th(3 province differs greatly and In 
many respects from that of Eastern 
Canada. Owing to the extent of the 
I province as well as to its mountainous 
character it is of great variety. It is 
not to be expected that all specimens 
will flourish In our own city. But a 
sufficient number should, tinder the 
care of an Intelligent and skilful gar- 
dener bo preserved to make the experl- 
' merit well worth while. In the neigh- 
borhood of Victoria itself there is a 
succession of wild flowers, some of 
which are very beautiful and t lie num- 
ber of varieties will astonish any one 
who has not tried to keep a record 
of them. As settlement advances wi- 
th' {lowers and shrubs are destroyed 
and already some that were familiar 
to old times are almost extinct. No 
greater- attraction could be added to 
Victoria than a public garden and if, 
in addition to the exotica that flourish 
here in such perfection, we have n 
space devoted to wild flowers and 
shrubs, we may confidently hope that 
the botanical gardens of this city will 
be the most beautiful in Canada. 

The faith of those who believe that 
the early Victorian era was a sort of 
golden age, when people were great 
deal better than in the beginning of 
the twentieth century, must have re- 
ceived a rude shock when they lead 
Lady Cardigan's reminiscences, if one 
may judge by the allusions to the book 
seen in many newspapers and maga- 
zines. The stories told by her show 
her to have been a very beautiful, 
a very witty and a very clever woman 
who thought very much of her own 
pleasure and gratification and over 
whose conduct considerations of good- 
ness and prudence had very little in- 
fluence. As might have been antici- 
pated here friends and associates were, 
like herself, voted for many things 
more than their virtue. There are those 
Who say that, like many gossips whose 
reports never appear In print, much 
of what Lady Cardigan writes is guess 
and hearsay with littie or no foun- 
dation in fact. 

As might have been expected her 
book is being used by the enemies of 
the House of Lords, among whom is 
W. T. Stead, tho editor of the Review 
of Reviews. tlpon it lie founds on in- 
dictment of the peers and a prophesy 
of their downfall. Most of us know 
that if any class of society were to be 
judged by tho evil reports spread by 
some of its members the judgment 
would be very unjust. In this country 
we know very little of the lives of 
Croat Britain's aristocracy but even 
there wo have learned that there have 
been and are still among, them men 
whose names are honored for the 
great services done to their country, 
and thousands of women whose good- 
ness even slander does not dare to call 
in question. 



At the sales of work held last week 
the needlework shown by the little girls 
'was surprisingly well done,. This Is a 
matter of congratulation. Ear too 
many among the present generation of 
mothers were forced to learn after 
they married how to fashion and make 
the garments for their children. 
Thanks to tho teaching of sew ing in the 
schools and the church guilds their 
daughters will be far better prepared. 
In matters of decoration too taste has 
improved. Dainty and prettv articles 
of fancywork have taken the place of 
the more elaborate but less beautiful 
work done a quarter of a century ago. 
The love for outdoor sports anil the 
time taken up in school studies will 
combine to prevent the passion for em- 
broidery which possessed many young 
women of former generations. But the 
girls of Victoria will, when the time 
comes for them to have homes of their 
own, know how to do all that Is neces- 
sary to keep their own clothing and 
that of their children in perfect order 
and to make simple and beautiful gar- 
ments. The value of such an accom- 
plishment only those who have learned 
it through many failures In mature life, 1 
can tell. I 



comfortable home for the man she 
marries needs no argument to prove. 
While the very best of women and the 
most accomplished housekeepers have 
seen their homes wricked by Jiit.k, 
thore is enough of trutn in tho fol- 
lowing extract taken ficm the "To- 
r.mto Mail" to call for serious thought: 

"Reformers would accomplish more 
if they looked more into the contribu- 
tory — we might say primary --causes 
of tho drink habit. They would find 
no small part of these causes In the 
home life. If the worklngman, the 
business man, or the professional man 
always found home a place of happi- 
ness, he would usually prefer to spend 
his evenings there. Tired with his 
day's work, he Ms in the evening in a 
state of mind and body very suscep- 
tible to the delights of a welcome and 
inviting home. Unfortunately he 
does not always llnd • those delights 
awaiting him. Instead of a pleasant 
salutation, and a well prepared meal 
In a tidy home, he very often experi- 
ences a reception of the very opposite 
kind — moroseuess or sharpness of 
tongue where there ought to be af- 
fectionate greeting, slatterllness where 
there ought to be attractive neatness, 
ill-cooked food thrown at him In- 
stead of an appetizing meal put be- 
fore, him as tastefully as possible. 

"However humble the home may be, 
It can be made a place of rest and 
.beer and agreeable companionship 
l'u- the man whose duty it is to pro- 
vide for it. "What is the c onsequencc 
\yhen the home is tin- reverse of all 
this? For very refuge from its 
dreariness and discord the husband 
spends his evenings elsewhere. And 
where will be llnd congenial company 
assembled but in the bar-room? That, 
as has been said, is the workingnian's 
club. If social reformers would con- 
cern themselves as much to school 
wives in homo-making habits as they 
do in efforts to abolish the bars, they 
would more effectively promote tho 
cause of temperance and would in far 
greater measure add to the general 
happiness. The home is a centre to 
work upon for the uplifting of the 
people socially, morally or religiously." 

It is becoming recognized that 
clergymen like 'other workers need 
training for their future work. This is 
no longer thought to he afforded by 
study and devotion in a college 
secluded from the world. It is believed 
that the theological student must come 
Into contact with life and study those 
subjects which occupy the attention of 
men of the world In which Ids work 
is to be done. Therefore theological 
seminaries are being established in the 
centres of population and one of the 
most noted schools in the United 
States, that of Andover, has moved 
nearer the city. The course of study, 
too. has been changed. Practical ethics, 
sociology, economics and psychology 
have taken the place of some of the 
more abstract studies or been added to 
the curriculum. 

The students work among the benev- 
olent and social reformers and learn 
the best methods of helping their fel- 
low men. This is not something new 
under the sun. 'flic founders of the 
Oxford movement and Wesley and his 
friends long ago felt Impelled to leave 
the walls of college and work among 
the people and their example has been 
followed by thousands since. But the 
new movement cumes not from Indi- 
viduals but from the college authori- 
ties. 

Another change which will bring the 
theological school more in touch witli 
the people has been made in some 
places. The learned college lecturers 
leave the classrooms and teach the 
people outside in language which all 
can understand. It is said that where 
tills has .been tried tin- lectures have 
been popular. Whatever tends to 
bring tho people and their spiritual 
leaders closer together can scarcely fail 
of having a good effect.

It is not only by learning to sew 
well that the littl.- girls of Victoria 
are being fitted for future usefulness 
and future happiness. Tin; domestic 
science classes are preparing them not 
only to conk simple meals well but to 
know something of the choice and 
values of food. Here, too. they learn 
of cleanliness and are taught how to 
work quickly, neatly and effectively. 
At present this preparation stops at 
tin- door of the high school at an age 
when girls are most fitted to profit 
by the Instruction they receive and to 
carry It into practice. Bui our half 
loaf is far hotter than no bread and 
tliero are very few girls who have left 
school within the past five years win, 
were not prepared to begin house- 
keeeplng better than most of their 
mothers were. 
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Tho delight, with which tho girls j 
perform tin- work in tin- domestic, i 
science classes points to a solution ot | 
Hie servant problem. 'I hese children 
do not consider washing dishes and 
scrubbing floors and tables, drudgery, 
and they tire quite as proud of making 
a pudding or cooking vegetables ns ol 
accomplishing any other school task'. 
It Is no small matter that girls shall 

am to like: the work of the kitchen 
and to take a pride In doing it well. 
For the great majority must do their 
own work. While it Is not unlikely 
that training schools may give us a 
class of professional servants, the ex- 
perience of the past shows that such 
service must be highly paid. Just as 
the efficient trained nurse of today 
commands higher wages than her 
Ignorant unskilled predecessor of a 
quarter of a century ago so the trained 
servant of the futuro will demand 
consideration and salary which can be 
afforded only by the few. Rut we may 
hope that science and Invention will 
come to the aid of the mistress of her 
own kitchen. With labor made lighter 
and with increased lltncss and prepar- 
ation for her tasks the cooking of 
meals and the keeping of tho house In 
order will not be beyond the Strength 
of most women. Tt. is in this way that 
the work' of tin? domestic science 
classes will do most good. 

How very Important It Is that every 
woman should know how to make a 



Dr. Woods Hutchinson has written 
a book on preventable diseases. Among 
these he classes appendicitis and colds. 
The Boston Transcript in reviewing 
the book says: 

"While appendicitis lias been defi- 
nitely described for only about twenty- 
five years and generally recognized 
by tlie profession for hardly more than 
two-thirds as long. It Is really a very 
old disease, with no special "grouch" 
against the modern world or present- 
day civilization. Colored patients nt 
the Johns Hopkins hospital show just 
the same percentage of cases as the 
white. The figures for any community 
are simply percentages of recognition. 
From half to two-thirds of the cases! 
actually occurring escape recognition i 
altogether. The disease is not of alarm- | 
ing proportions, being responsible for j 
not more than one-half of one per cent 
of tlie deaths, and the older one grows 
the better are one's chances of escap- 
ing It. By the thirty-fifth year the ap- 
pendix lias contracted so as to become 
cut off from the cavity of the caecum 
iu more than twenty-five per cent of 
all Individuals. This tendency limits ' 
appendicitis as a disease to young life. 
Fifty per cent of all cases occur at > 
under thirty, and only about, twenty i 
per rent witii persons above the age 
of thirty-five. The belief that it fol- 
lows rheumatism, typhoid fever, etc. , 
the author discredits. He ridicules the 
grape-seed and cherry-stone theory 
and gives directions for assuring one's 
self by some practical tests when one 
is at all suspicious of the presence of 
the disease. The death rate, even in 

those cases which come to operation, I 
lias been reduced to as low as live per | 
cent. In fine, tlie author's advice to his 
readers is to forget appendicitis and lo 
go on living an ordinary normal life 
as ir they had never heard of it. 

"Dr. Hutchinson's theory regarding 
common colds also represents an ad- 
vanced position. lie believes they 
should be called 'fouls' rather than 
colds. We have them in winter rather 
than in summer because we are so 
much more shut In to the attack of the 
bacilli, and because we live so much j 
less naturally. He believes they are j 
most. effectively treated by the in- j 
halation of antiseptic vapors and 
sprays, and recommends disinfection 
of tlie household, or school, where one 
appears. Willi characteristic broc/.l- 
ness of diction he gives some rules 
which .anyone should follow who de- 
sires to 'revel in colds. ' 

"Keep your windows shut. 

"Avoid draughts as If they were a 
pestilence. 

•'Take no exercise belWOOll meals. 

"Bathe seldom and In warm water. 

"Wear heavy flannels, chest-protec- 
tors, abdominal bandages and electric 
Insoles. 

'•Never let anything keep you away 
from church, the theatre, or parties In 
winter. 

"Never go out-of-doors when It's 
windy, or rainy, or wet underfoot, or 
cold, or hot, or looks as if it. was go- 
ing to be any of these.

Supervisors of Civic Works 
Must bxercise Care in 
Carrying Out Work 



That foremen in charge of civic 
works must not consider it their 
bounden duty to carry out works In 
such a manner that tlie entire amount 
of money estimated as tlie cost of the 
work shall be spent but Instead must 
so supervise works under their direc- 
tion that th<; completed work shall cost 
not more than necessary Is Hie fiat 
which has gone forth from tlie city 
engineer's office. Of late, It is stated 
on certain works for which an estimate 
of cost was made the 'foreman believ- 
ing such estimates more than ample 
to complete the jobs have not taken 
proper care to sec that if any sav- 
ing could lie effected, It should be 
done, provided the quality of work was 
not affected. In a recent ease the 
foreman on a paving Job was notified 
thai while a certain estimate of cost 
was made tho work laid to he done at 
a lower figure and his Inability to do 
so would mean that another foreman 
would take his place. 

It Is pointed out that in all cases 
where estimates of cost are figured 
provision for emergencies 'is made and 
as a rule the amount estimated ex- 
ceeds the actual cost when the work 
is completed. It is witli tho object of 
impressing on foremen the necessity of 
keeping- expenditure down to the low- 
est point that the order has been is- 
sued by the engineer's department.

The recent completion of thu big 
merger of Canadian cement companies 
lias attracted a good deal of attention 
towards the growth which the use of 
this material is rapidly making 
throughout the Dominion. For building 
and structural purposes generally the 
use of cehient lias increased within the 
last very few years at a rato which 
has already placed its manufacture very 
near the front rank In industrial pro- 
duction. Improved methods of rein- 
forcement have rendered It possible to- 
day to employ cement for purposes 
which were not dreamed of less than 
live years ago, with the result of an 
Increase in the demand for this mate- 
rial to so marked a degree 'as to make 
It certain that a heavy Increaso both 
In the production and in the known 
sources of cement supply must early 
take place, or the material Itself will 
undergo a rise In cost which is desira- 
ble from no point of view. 

It must be remembered that the prin- 
cipal advantages which havo brought 
cement to the fore havo been connected 
with its own comparative cheapness 
and -with the comparatively moderate 
cost of handling it for tho various pur- 
poses for which it has been used, when 
taken against the growing cost of tim- 
ber and the almost prohibitive cost of 
working in stone.

tholess, the quantity used in the Domin- 
ion last year was over one billion 
pounds — nearly four times the amount 
used in ltf.Ol. This is ft very renmrltii- 
bio showing, when one considers thai, 
it is only twenty yoars ago sineo the 
first Portland cement mill in Canada 
was erected at Napanoe, Ontario, with 
an output of less than a thousand bar- 
rels a week, and "that, up to 1U02, the 
greater part of tho cement used In 
Canada was imported from tho United 
Stales, England or Germany. Sineo the 
last named year, however, domestic 
manufacture of cement in Canada lmti 
sliown a very rapid Increaso, the amount 
manufactured in the Dominion last 
year being nearly six times- tho total 
Imports. Some idea of what this in- 
crease has mean Is conveyed by the 
fact that from 1UU5 to 1908 the domes- 
tic production increased one million bar- 
rels, wliile imports during the same 
period fell from 91S.0O0 barrels to 157.- 
000 barrels, a reduction of nearly half. 
Many Mills. 
There arc at present twenty-three ce- 
ment mills operating in Canada, and 
eleven of these are embraced in tho re- 
cently formed merger alluded to at tho 
commencement of this article, known 
as the Canada Cement Company, Lim- 
ited. The capital of this company is 
officially given as follows: Bonds, 
jr., 000, 000; preferred stock, $105,000,000; 
common stock, 513,500,001). These fig- 
ures give some idea of the magnitude 
which tho cement Industry has reached 
already. 

Jt is not too much to say that, In 
view of the rapid and enormous growth 
of the various communities of western 
Canada, and tho extensive public im- 
provements which, in addition to Indi- 
vidual construction are the order of tho 
day from Winnipeg to Victoria, this in- 
dustry is stlU only In its infancy. The 
possibilities of British Columbia as a 
cement producer thus naturally force 
themselves to the front ns offering a 
large and valuable additional asset to 
the mineral resources of Canada's chief 
mining province. With the exception of 
tho works at Tod Inlet, which have 
achieved a uniform and gratifying suc- 
cess, the production of cement in Brit- 
ish Columbia lias 'eon by no moans 
commensurate, with the great increase 
in its use which tho past two or three 
years have witnessed. It is satisfac- 
tory, however, to be able to state that 
this excess of demand over supply has 
already caused attention to he drawn to 
this subject, with the result that inves- 
tigations are already In progress with 
I n view to securing other sources of 
t' supply both in tho interior and on the 
coast, which, if successful, will mean 
a large and satisfactory increase in the 
home production of a material which 
every day of tho phenomenal develop- 
ment of British Columbia renders more 
necessary. 

Tho Portland Canal District. 
The writer had an interesting con- 
versation yesterday with Mr. J. Wnrd- 
law Stewart, of Stewart, who has just 
returned from spending the season in 
the Portland Canal district. Stewart, 
as every one knows, is the thriving 
town at tho head of Portlnnd Canal, 
which is the gateway to tho district in 
whose rich mines so much Victoria and 
Vancouver capital is invested. Mr. 
Stewart reports that the winter season 
has now fairly commenced and that 
outdoor work In general has conse- 
quently ceased, but that the various 
mining companies are continuing their 
development work underground through- 
out tho winter. The fact of tho Port- 
land Canal Mining Compiuiy recently 
striking their ore body In tho lower 
tunnel lias, he says, naturally been a 
source of great. gratification to tho 
whole camp, affording as it does a most 
convincing and satisfactory proof of 
tho value and permanence of tho ore 
bodies at depth. This company lias 
everything in first-class shape for the 
winter's work, the concentrator being 
practically completed, with the excep- 
tion of a few weeks' work In the 
spring. Tho men who havo been em- 
ployed on the outside work on this 
property, together with Mr. Otto Abol- 
lng. who is In charge of the construc- 
tion work, camo down on the Princess 
May. 

In regard to the Stewart Mining and 
Development company, Mr. Stewart 
states that they have started a drift 
on the west vela in ore. and the main 
crosscut is also being driven. The oast 
ledgo is oxpected to he encountered 
about sixty feet further, thus giving 
them three ledges crosscut in a distance 
of about 250 feet. They have estab- 
lished a. telephone line between the 
mine and the office nt Stewart, and 
progress generally is In every way most 
satisfactory. 

Mr. Stewart states that the Tied 
Cliff concentrator plant was expected 
to bo landed about the 15th of this 
month, and the management had tho 
road in good shape for sleighing and no 
difficulty in expected In transporting 
the machinery to tho mine, since Ward's 
Pass, the only bad part of the road, 
has been put into good shape by tho 
provincial government. Tho twenty 
men Who were engaged In fixing this 
important point also came down on the 
Princess May, their work having been 
completed.

Inlet, Mr. Stowart reports, as a result 
of this consolidation, it is practically 
certain that 'one of tho greatest copper- 
gold properties in tho north will bo in 
operation in this part of the district 
next season.

Tho 
wealth of tho district as a mineral pro 
ducer is now established, and next sea- 
son not only the Portland Canal Mining 
company, whose properties-are tho fur- 
thest advanced In development and 
equipment, but many others will bo 
making heavy shipments. 

The Lo Roi Two. 

Deports from Rossland state that the 
abaft, of the Lo Roi Two has reached a 
depth of about 1270 feet, work on i 
being steadily kept up and good pro 
gross made. The progress of this mine 
Is a very convincing proof of the fact 
that the oros of tho Rossland camp 
retain both value und permanency at 
tho deep levels, and Is a most satisfac- 
tory reply to tho croakers who wero so 
common a feature around tho camp 
few years ago. The Le Pel Two' has a 
largo tonnage of ore in sight, and tho 
mine throughout looks well and is in 
first-class condition. 

Tho Kamloops Mines. 

Tho representative at Kamloops 
the Duluth syndicate, who are undertak- 
ing development of some of tho richest 
copper propositions in that camp, Is re- 
ported as saying Hint within six weeks 
or two months active operations will 
commence in getting out the ore, and 
that a large number of men will be em- 
ployed. The representative, Mr. 13. C. 
Wallander, further stated that, as soon 
as sufficient ore had been taken out, 
the company would erect a largo smelt- 
er, with every facility for shipment and 
treatment. Tho one thing that the 
Kamloops mineral properties havo. al-

SPECIAL CHARTER'S FAULTS 



May Induce New Westminster to Come 
in Under tho Municipal Clauses 
Act as Other Cities. 



In addition to the balloting I'm' 
mayor, school trustees and aldermen on 
Monday of tile coming week, I he elec- 
tors or New Westminster will lie called 
on to decide whether that city shall 
remain under its. present .charter or 
whether It shall abandon tho char- 
ter and allow itself to be governed, 
with the majority of the other cities 
throughout the province and all the 
municipalities, undol the Municipal 
Clauses act. 

Just what the result of the ballot- 
ing on the referendum- will be it Is 
hard to say, but it seems probable 
that the majority of the electors who 
have had neither tho time nor the 
Inclination to look Into the details of 
the two systems of government will 
allow themselves to be guided by the 



opinion ot the mayor, the city solici- 
tor and the majority of the city offi- 
cials and will vote for tin; change. 

It is practically the unanimous 
opinion of those who are conversant 
with civic affairs that Now Westmin- 
ster would do well in abandon the 
charter. Those who have had exper- 
ience in its workings state that it is 
cumbersome and unwieldy and that it 
unnccesarily hampers the process of 
city government. To secure the 
changes In It which altered circum- 
stances make necessary is a formida- 
ble" task, while under the Municipal 
Clauses act the way Is mnde com- 
paratively easy for municipalities and 
cities desiring the passage of private 
bills.

Boar-d of Control. 

Sir.— It is rsrell all citizens should 
take a strong and intelligent interest 
In the management of city affairs, and 
I am glad to s-ee that Mr. Iiannn and 
•Mr. Dnii y have given their opinions 
on what they consider would bo an 
improvement inn the present disjointed 
and lack of method manner of doing 
tilings. 

A board of control sounds well, but 



under the powers conferred on a board 
by the act of last session of the leg- 
islature Is control given? I think not. 
Subsection 10 of Section 322B gives a 
majority of the aldermen the power to 
set aside or alter any report or re- 
quest Initiated by the board of con- 
trol. Such being the case functions 
of the board may be strangled by 
contumacious aldermen. 

Under the powers now given tlio 
board will simply become an expensive 
addition to the aldermanie force with- 
out authority to carry out Its sugges- 
tions. 

it is not easy to adjust the relative 
powers of aldermen and board. Will 
the elective system give the best qual- 
ified board? This is doubtful. To 
have a thorough Independent hoard Its 
members should be appointed by tho 
Premier or Mayor. Business capacity 
and not loquacity should he the qual- 
ifications. I would advise the electors 
to hold their votes on the question 
until the provincial act Is amended.

Second Officer of Princess Ena 
Heroically Saves Quarter- 
master, From Drowning 

STEAMER RETURNS 

FROM EVENTFUL TRIP 



Turbiner Which Mat) Come to Pacific 



Reached Port Yesterday Morn- 
ing — Two Lifeboats Were 
Wrecked 



A heroic rescue under conditions 
which would have daunted many li 
man was performed by Second Mate 
Kerr of the steamer Princess Fna, 
Capt. Whiteley, which returned yester- 
day morning from the stormiest pus- 
' sage those on board have experienced 
to Skagway, Juneau and Sulzer, taking 
a cargo of coal north and bringing ore 
south. Second Officer Kerr dived into 
icy water in Lynn Canal with the 
thermometer ashore registering four 
degrees below zero and a howling gale 
blowing to rescue Quartermaster ilc- 
Gee, who had fallen from the ship's 
ladder when going on board. JleUee 
was stunned by the great cold when 
he struck the water and would have 
been drowned had not Second Officer 
•Kerr seen him fall and, throwing off 
his coat, sprang into the chilly, ice- 
flecked water. Kerr reached the drown- 
ing quartermaster quickly and cither 
members of the crew assisted rescuer 
and rescued on board, where they were 
hurled down into the engine-room, and 
rubbed energetically to keep warmth in 
their thoroughly chilled bodies. 

"It was as fine a piece of work as I 
have ever seen," said Capt. Whiteley. 
Another member of the ship's company 
said that the humane socioty has given 
medals for deeds far less heroic than 
that of Second Officer Kerr. 

It was a trip full of hardship from 
which the Princess Ena lias returned. 
Second Engineer Murdoch, whose foot 
was crushed by rolling oil drums dur- 
ing a heavy gale encountered in Lynn 
Canal, was left behind in the hospital 
at Juneau, and several members of the 
crew are recovered from severe cases 
of frostbite. J. Stubb, a deckhand, had 
three of his fingers frozen and may 
lose a portion of the frozen members. 
Chief Officer McPherson had a finger 
frozen and it is feared the end of the 
member will be lost. 

Covered With Ice. 

The Princess Ena looked like a polar 
exploration st'-amer when she reached 
Skagway. Her deck was covered with 
ice two foot in thickness and her 
masts, spars and rigging were coated 
thick, and hung with icicles. 

The steamer left Union Bay nearly 
a month ago on her eventful' voyage 
She pulled out from the bunkers a't the 
island coal port on November H. with 
1,245 tons of coal, of which SOU was 
lor the AVhite Pass & Yukon Railroad 
Company and the remainder lor the 
city of Juneau, the enterprising Alas- 
kan capital which goes into the fuel 
business on its own account and im- 
ports its own coal. 

Stormy weather was encountered 
from the time the Princess Ena left 
Union Bay, and she had to shelter sev- 
eral times. It was when near Juneau, 
though, that the -storm broke over the 
vessel with the greatest violence. When 
the vessel lay at the dock at Juneau, 
coated thick with ice. a great gale 
blew which put down four houses, 10 
chimneys, and broke nearly every pane 
of plate glass in town. With every 
gust the mooring lines threatened to 
part, and finally the steamer had to 
leave and run for shelter in the Ice of 
Benjamin Island. After discharging at 
Juneau a great storm broke out which 
lasted for several days. The Princess 
Ena lay sheltered behind Benjamin 
Island for two days and took three 
days to reach Skagwny, a trip which 
usually occupies but a few hours. 

"The steamer .looked like a floating 
iceberg when she reached Skagway," 
said Capt. Whiteley. "There was two 
feet of solid ice on the deck, and icicles, 
some of them at least six feet long, 
hung from the spars.' 

Two of the steamer's lifeboats were 
smashed, being completely wrecked 
during the gale. The wind tore one 
of them from (lie davits and hurled it 
against the other, while chilling seas 
broke over the steamer, leaving addi- 
tions to the ice which coated the iron 
plates. 

Returning, the steamer bucked a 
gale all the way down Lynn Canal and 
when loading ore at Sulzer fur the 
Tyee smelter at Ladysmith, another 
heavy wind storm was experienced. 

"It was as strong a wind as I over 
encountered." said Capt. Whiteley. "It 
blew the buckets off the aerial tram. 
You can get an idea of the force of 
the wind we experienced at Sulzer 
when I tell you that, it took the lop 
of four tiers of sacks of coal off. A 
man walking on the wharf was blown 
down on his face." . 

In Dixon Entrance another gale was 
encountered and when bucking through 
that the Princess Una lost one of tho 
blades of her propeller. After dis- 
charging her ore cargo at Ladysmith 
the steamer came to port early yester- 
day morning and leaves this morning 
for Vancouver to be hauled out and 
have n. new blade fitted to her crew. 
She will then load another cargo for 
northern ports.

The Allan Line R.M.S. "Victorian." 



The steamers Victorian and Vir- 
ginian of the Allan line which a Lon- 
don despatch published yesterday with 
regard to the acquisition of the work- 
ing control of the Allan line by the C. 
P.R. says may be sent to the Pacific 
to engage in the transpacific service 
from Vancouver and Victoria to Hong- 
kong and way ports are modern tur- 
bine liners with speed of seventeen 
knots an hour. Tho two steamers 
were constructed In 1903 the former by 
Workman, Clark & Co., of Belfast and 
the latter by Alex. Stephens & Sons 
of Llnthouse, builders of the Malcura. 
They are both vessels of 12,000 tons 
register, .'8,000 tons displacement, 540 
feet In length and CO feet in width. 
Needless to state they will be unable 
to enter the drydock which has been 
outgrown by modern shipping at Es- 
quimau. 

They are fitted with sots o£ Par- 
sons triplicate turbine engines driving 



three independent shafts and capable 
of maintaining an average Ben speed of 
17 knots an hour. During the first 
season on the Atlantic in 1905 the Vir- 
glian made nine voyages and carried 
14,000 passengers of all classes. 
Though tho contract for the Virginian 
called for 17 knots an hour that speed 
was exceeded by a quarter knot an 
hour from port to port on her first 
voyage. If that speed was maintain- 
ed across the Pacific the voyage would 
be made in about nine days. The fast- 
est run made across the Pacific was 
ten days and ton hours, made some 
years ago by the Empress of Japan. 
They are both equipped with wireless 
telegraph and with every convenience 
sought by the modern traveller. They 
are, in effect, floating hotels.. 

Of Long Standing. 

Tho Allan line instituted the Can- 
adian mall service on the Atlantic in 



1850 and has placed steamers gradu- 
ally increasing in sine on the run. la 
1SSI tho Allans built tho first stool 
ocean steamship. In 1884, in the Pari- 
sian, they introduced the bilge keels 
which have so greatly diminished the 
discomfort of rolling. In 18!)9 the 
Bavarian, Tunisian and Ionian wore 
the first Canadian mail steamers to 
be equipped with twin screws, and tho 
Virginian and Victorian were given 
turbine engines. Their tunnels tower 
100 feet high and are 20 feet i.i diam- 
eter. Both arc fitted to comfortably 
accommodate 250 first class, 300 sec- 
ond class and 000 third class pas- 
sengers. They have six passenger 
decks, an upper promenade or boat 
deck, main promenade deck, reserved 
for first class passengers with music 
room, library and smoking room; sec- 
and cabin promenade deck, saloon deck- 
on which the dining saloons are locat- 
ed and two other decks.

Ottawa Purchasing Agent Sent 
Fuel Oil For B, C, Light- 
houses By Mistake 



The extreme carefulness that char- 
acterizes tho actions of the purchasing 
agent of the Dominion government, 
Cecil Doutre, who buys oil and other 
supplies, for tho British Columbia light- 
houses 'at Ottawa is manifested here 
by the fact that over 2,000 cases of 
oil are now lying in a local warehouse 
to bo shipped back to the point whence 
they came. 

When Capt. Gaudin, local agent of 
marine and fisheries, some months ago 
sent requisitions of the amounts of 
oil needed by the lighthouse of this 
coast to Mr. Doutre, whose plan Is to 
buy the stores in Eastern Canada and 
ship them over the thousands of miles 
of railway to this coast, the astute 
purchasing agent shipped oil by the 
carload — but It was not that used ns 
an illuminant for lighthouses. It was 
fuel oil. Some of the cases were shipped 
on the lighthouse tenders and sent to 
various lighthouses and the keepers 
struggled to make it bum; but tbey 
could not coax a glimmer. Meanwhile 
some of the lights were dark, and 
hurry-up calls were sent from all for 
oil that would burn. The fuel oil was 
returned and the 2,000 canes or mora 
of fuel oil waits shipment back to Mr, 
Doutre at Ottawa.

The law as represented in its majesty 
at Prince Rupert, declines to sit in 
censorship upon exponents of drama- 
tic art. Prince Rupert lias no grand 
opera house as yet, but it has a vaude- 
ville house, the "talent" for which is 
booked after tho usual fashion in Se- 
attle. A fortnight ago a singer was 
engaged, who proved to possess a voice 
that would drive tho ravens Into des- 
pair and exile. What the artiste lacked 
in voice, she made up, however, in ap- 
preciaton of good Scotch whisky. As 
she threatened to drive away all pa- 
trons of the house, she was abruptly 
"closed." She sued under her six 
weeks' contract, got her money, and 
came south rejoicing. 

Murderer Pays Penalty, 

A special despatch from New West- 
minster in the Colonist states that 
Yoshikawa, the Japanese who mur- 
dered a compatriot in one of the 
Skeena River canneries last July, was 
executed In accordance with the sen- 
tenco of the law, in the provincial jail 
yard yesterday morning'. An impres- 
sive prayer was offered in Japanese 
before Radelive sprang the fatal drop. 
Yoshikawa was absolutely composed 011 
the scaffold. The crime for which he 
has atoned with his life was com- 
mitted apparently In a moment of 
blind rage, lie was hi the bunk-house, 
wanting to sleep, and another Japanese 
insisted upon singing. Finding verbal 
protest ineffectual, Yoshikawa seized 
a pointed iron bar and killed the of- 
fending singer.

Instead ol 
the gravest crime in the catalogue. 

Wason held a gun to Phillips head 
and tallied the trigger twice, ineffec- 
tual clicks being the result. Next mo- 
ment Phillips had his man on tUe 
ground wtiile G. Johnson, Phillips 
companion, wrested the revolver from 
Wason. The scene was enacted yes- 
terday afternoon, when Nelson's main 
thoroughfare was thronged with pe- 
destrians. 

Prank Phillips is a well known So- 
cialist, being chairman ot the Social- 
ist party in Nelson, and owner of a 
ranch at Beasley. Joseph Wason is a 
miner. Wason claimed that Phillips 
owed him a sum of money and would 
not pav it. Arriving from Cranbrook, 
where he was employed at the Nether- 
bv mine Tuesday afternoon went to 
the .Miner.-!' union hall, where lie found 
Phillips and asked him to make a set- 
tlement. Phillips denied that Wason 
has any claim on him. 

Wason then went to the store of the 
Wood-Vallance company and purchas- 
ed a 82-calibre revolver and a box of 
cartridges. He then returned to the 
west end of the town and commenced 
watching for his man. 

About an hour afterwards Phillips 
in company with G. Johnson came up 
the street. W'a.-on met them, raised 
his revolver and levelling the weapon 
at Phillips' bend pulled the trigger 
twice. An examination of the re- 
volver 'In the police station disclosed 
the fact that all five chambers, had 
been loaded arid that the caps of two 
of the shells here a dent each trout 
the impact of the firing pin. 

MYSTERIOUS 

DISAPPEARANCE 

Son of Minneapolis Millionaire Lost in 
Kamloops District. 

Considerable anxiety is being Celt 
by their friends ever the mysterious 
disappearance of a young man named 
s. v. Howe and his companion, a tim- 
ber cruiser named Cunningham, who 
nearly three months ago left Kamloops 
to look over timber lands up the 
Clearwater riv.er and of whom 110 
word has been received since Nov. 13. 

Young Howe, who is a recent grad- 
uate of Vale, and the son of a million- 
aire lumberman of Minneapolis, with 
Cunningham cume In Kamloops about 
September lii with the object of going 
to the Clearwater country, as stilled. 
They purchased supplies locally and a 
couple of horses and left for up river. 

Ol) September 25 they bought fur- 
ther supplies from G. Fennel, the tra- 
der at Chit-Chun, North Thompson, 
and lert for the timber berths to be 
inspected. For some time nothing 
more was heard of them and then 
there enme a letter to his father from 
young Howe dated "In Camp, Nov. HI." 
and from the fact that he mentions 
having Boon the falls and the donkey 
engine taken there some years ago by 
a logging outfit, it Is presumed they 



were at that time at Raft river. Since 
then' there has-been no word of any 
kind from thorn. 

During the Interval between leaving 
Fennel's on September 25 and writing 
the letter dated •November 13 Howe 
issued live checks 011 the Bank of 
Commerce where the sum of $1000 
was placed to his credit. The checks 
were all for small sums and were, in 
favor of James Haskell, who lives at 
Horse lake, .lying between the Clear- 
water and the Cariboo road, A. Ha- 
joslc and William Ryan.. Haskell's 
checks were dated November 10. The 
checks were cashed at Bridge Creek 
by Stephenson^ Bros., and at Clinton 
by E. Hell,' and in due course were 
returned to the bunk bore. 

Recently, Charles A. Well, president 
and manager of the Kurcka Dumber 
Company, of JSurelca, Montana; accom- 
panied by 'George. Patterson, of the 
same place, ii cruiser, arrived in Kam- 
loops to make enquiries about the 
missing men. and as no trace of them 
could be had he securer! the services 
of W. W. Wood, who left in company 
with Patterson for the < "I ear water 
country to institute a search. Five or 
six men 1'rom the North Thompson 
will be. added' to the search party, 
which is provisioned for live weeks. • 

Mr. Weil still remains in town and 
if no satisfactory replies are received 
to enquiries made ov«r tho 'phone 
through the Louis Creels office, addi- 
tional search parties will be despatch- 
ed to look for the missing men, who 
It Is feared may be either lost in Hie 
mountains or have fallen victims uf 
some accident. 

Air. Howe, who is a principal stock- 
holder in the Eureka dumber com- 
pany, lias left Minneapolis for Kam- 
loops. 

Cunningham, the cruiser who left, 
with young Howe, is an experienced 
man and has done cruising in the 
mountains near Fernie.

CAUGHT AT VANCOUVER 

Two Chinese of Crew of Empress of 
China and White Man Are 
Apprehended.

For the alleged smuggling of opium 
and silk F. C. Donovan and Cum and 
Yuen Moke, were arrested yesterday 
afternoon In Vancouver, tlje former for 
bringing the goods ashore olt tho Em- 
press of China and the two China- 
men for .-applying the goods to the 
white man. 

The three men were taken to jail 
and yesterday morning in police court 
were formally charged with smug- 
gling. The hearing was adjourned to 
today. It is alleged that smuggling 
is being carried on extensively and In 
the arrest of Donovan the customs 
officers believe they have- In custody 
the go-between between the Chinamen 
and the people who receive the goods. 
Donovan has refused to 'make a state- 
ment and denies his guilt. He has 
engaged the legal firm of Russell .v. 
Russell to defend film. The Chinamen 
have not yet secured counsel. The 
trio were arrested after an exciting 
chase along the wateiTront. 

A good deal of opium Is smuggled 
into Vancouver by Chinese but it is 
brought In small quantities and de- 
tection Is difficult. Customs ' Officer 
Daing, however, stumbled on a case 
■when he watched Donovan go aboard 
the Empress of China. lie waited un- 
til the man came, ashore and started 
after him, hut Donovan started to rim 
will; Daing In pursuit. Through the 
.sheds they ran Donovan finally mak- 
ing for the C. P. R. trades where he 
was overhauled and captured by Daing. 

He was taken into the baggage room 
at the depot and held there until Col. 
Worsnop, or the customs department 
arrived, when it was found that he 
had some ton small cans of opium in 
his possession. He. stated that he 
bought those from Chlne30 on the 
ISm press of China and the 'meeting ad- 
journed to the liner where the Celes- 
tials were pointed out and joined the 
white man In a trip to the police sta- 
tion. Donovan told the customs peo- 
ple that he paid S 1 00 for the opium. 

This is the first cmuggllng case 
from a. white line"' ti leo the big cigar 
raid of eighteen months ago when 
customs officers confiscated a nuan- 
tity of cigars from the ISmpress of 
Japan.

ilndomitable Pluck of Yukon 
Miner Defies Pain and 
Misfortune 



The caso of Michael McMurray, at 
.present a. patient in the general hos- 
pital ut "Whltehorse, Y. T., where ho 
In being treated for decaying fingers, 
the result of freezing. Is almost with- 
out parallel In the annals of Canadian 
frontier history. Up to four weeks ago 
McMurray was located In the very 
.heart of a vast anil, but by himself, 
unexplored territory, one hundred and 
'fifty miles northeast of Teslln post 
and near the headwaters of the Deaso 
river. Ha hud been there five years, 
making an occasional trip to the post 
of Taylor &'Drury at Teslln for sup- 
plies, It being his habit to carry out 
•on his back enough grub to last him 
two years as he depended principally 
upon his rifle for his food. His last 
■trip to the post was early last spring 
■when ho again betook himself to the 
nvilds for an exile of two years. But 
■tin the way out last spring lie had the 
misfortune to badly freeze the two big 
lingers on his right hand, which mis- 
fortune accounts for his presence In 
the hospital. As a result of the frett- 
ing the two injured fingers began to 
decay, sometime during the summer 
.find in order to remove the dead bone 
McMurry tied n strong string around 
the bone, fastening the other end to a 
tree and with a determined jerk, pulled 
ithe bones of both lingers off nt the 
first joint. While the injured digits 
<lid not heal. McMurray went ahead 
■with his work of prospecting and min- 
ing and when winter set in to hunting 
lind trapping. 

Crowning Misfortune, 

Three weeks ago he was ono day 
fieverul miles from his cabin skinning 
n number of wplvcs he had shot, and 
when he returned in the evening, it 
was to find Ills cabin in a heap of 
ashes, it having been entirely consum- 
ed by fire' during his absence' Every- 
thing he possessed on earth except the 
few clothes he wore at the time wero 
gone. AH the grub he had left was 
a piece of frozen moose meat hang- 
ing In a treo nearby, but ho had not 
even a match witli which to light a 
fire to cook It. With a chunk of the 
frozen meat he started for Taylor & 
Drury's post 150 'miles away. As his 
moccasins soon wore out lie has forced 
to use his drawers to tie Up Ills feet 
and that left nothing to cover his legs 
t<ave a pair of overalls. However, lie 
pushed bravely on, traveling day day 
and night, without sleep, and with 
nothing to eat save the frozen moose 
meat. At the end of six days he 
reached the trading post morn dead 
than alive only his indomitable grit 
and Irish pluck having enablod him to 
withstand the rigors of the trip. At 
the post he was cared for for a few 
days and then sent on to Whltehorse 
via Atlln, arriving Friday of last week. 
He at once entered the hospital where 
Dr. Cade found it necessary to re- 
move more bones from each of the in- 
jured fingers before there could be 
any process of healing. Asked If he 
had no neighbors In the country where 



he was located, JdcMurray replied that 
he had, but that they wero located 200 
miles south of where, ho was. McMur- 
ray will return to his Isolated retreat 
as soon as ho gets out of the hospital, 
he having located no fewer than six 
promising quartz ledges, five of which 
carry free gold and the sixth copper 
nnd other materials. Ho has also lo- 
cated placer gold and from a shaft 
took $4 after ono fire only a few days 
before losing his cabin. Ho had the 
■.fold in a bottle in the cabin and it. 
of course, was lost in the fire. 

McMurray has been In the Yukon 
since -VoSa and during that time has 
prospected nearly the entire length of 
the great waterway, having spent sev- 
eral years around Circle City and a 
long time in the Stewart country. For 
the past five years he lias been north- 
west of Teslln and about 40 miles from 
the British Columbia line. 



HOTEL STORIES 



As "Puddin'heud Wilson" quaintly 
observes, "It's a difference of opinion 
that makes horse races." 

Occasionally opinions are just as 
various and varied in respect to the 
general results of mining operations 
over a • wide -spread territory. Thus 
while F, T. Hamshaw, general man- 
ager of the Plttsburg-Brltlsh Gold 
company, operating on McKeo cheek, 
and at present an Empress guest, de- 
clares the just past season to have been 
a. highly successful one for the Atllh 
camp, resulting in an output from 
$r,0,000 to 5(50.000 better than last sea- 
son's—or approximately aggregating 
1260,000 — J. M. Ruffner, general man- 
ager of the North Columbia Gold .Min- 
ing company, operating on Pine creek, 
in the same district jttnd also 'just out 
for the Christmas season .declares that 
the Atlln output for the season will 
fall short of that of 1D08 by several 
thousand dollars. The JflOS output to 
be exact was S20H.OOO, and it Is but 
fair to Mr. Ruffner to say that his 
Opinion synchronizes the better with 
the reports that have come to hand at 
the mines department as to the sea- 
son's operations In Atlln, and the re- 
sults. 

The Plttsburg-Brltlsh Cold company 
Is operating twenty-three claims on 
McKee creek, being fortunate in con- 
trolling that stream from bond to 
mouth — a creek on which not long ago 
700 individual miners wero engaged. 
The day of hand mining in Atlln is, 
however, over. More truthfully Is 
never really existed. With no conten- 
tion as to rights on McKee, the com- 
pany which Mr. Hamshaw controls is 
in a position to do Its work thoroughly 
and to the best advantage, and is reap- 
ing such profits as satisfy those inter- 
ested. Mr. Hamshaw has been on the 
works from the 15th February to the 
Kith November, and is now en route to 
his Eastern homo for the holiday sea- 
sen, his two daughters having met 
him at Skagway, During his absence 
a force of men is to be kept busy 
getting out 100.000 foot of logs required 
for next season's operations. 

Not only have the Pittsburg-British 
Gold company shareholders done well 
this year, says Mr. Hamshaw, but the 
same Is substantially trim of all oilier 
operations of the Atlln ramp. The 
North Columbia Gold Company has 
had a large working force engaged and 
lias done well: Its operations on Pine 
creek are to be materially enlarged 
next season, and they are now apply- 
ing for an additional record of 12,000 



to 15,000 miners inches of v a . The 
Seattle company lias compi« l in- 
stallation ef its larsc plan'. » , -.iby 
creek, and has its works in fiu^^ posi- 
tion that it is ready to get to work on 
the pay next season. The Guggen- 
helms last autumn brought in in or 50 
men to work on their Tar Flar proper- 
tics, but us there appeared to be some 
weakness in their titles, they sent all 
their employees homeward passages 
paid, deferring the opening of their 
development programme until XJIO, 
When spring opens they will have their 
steam-shovel plant, with car-carried 
tower, ready for service, affecting a 
saving jjf eighty per cent in operating 
stuff. Operations on Spruco creek have 
been chiefly confined to the works of 
the Spruce Cieek Power company and 
individual miners — and it is not an in- 
dividual miner's country. Of these 
probably the most fortunate tills past 
season bus been the veteran Pat. Foley, 
who as been drifting on his claim with 
somo success. M. Haluln, the repre- 
sentative of the Paris syndicate form- 
ing the Otter Creek Hydraulic Mining 
company, Is well satisfied with his 
season's accomplishments, being now 
on bedrock, with prospects tlmt fully 
justify previous expectations and 
promises. Birch creek and Wright 
creek are also showing up better, 
while of Wilson a contra report must 
in truthfulness bo made. 

During Ills stay on "the outside." Mr. 
Hamshaw intends to urge as strongly 
as possible upon the government the 
desirability of constructing a HO-mile 
wagon road from Carcross (the old 
Cariboo Crossing) via Tagish and 
Little Atlln lake, to Atlln, by which 
the manifold risks of present day travel 
will be obviated, and stage connection 
between Atlln and the railway ho made 
practicable within IS hours. Such a 
road, lie declares, could be made i;i 
a few months by a gang of ten men, 
and would not at a maximum involve 
an expenditure of more than $15,000, 
the country being very lightly tim- 
bered and comparatively level, while 
bridging would only be necessary for 
about 1)00 feet at Tnglsh Arm. The 
present route has always been one of 
danger and privation, not a winter 
passing Without Its thrilling tales of 
suffering In consequence of the perilous 
crossing of the rough and ice-swept 
lakes. Only a few days ago, two mail 
carriers went through, one ui whom 
was solidly frozen from the knees 
downward, and is not expected to live. 

In another recent caso a fragile 
woman, going out with her husband, 
was compelled to wait two days for 
safe crossing weather, with no other 
protection than a light tent fly, and 
the thermometer t!G below zero. The 
proposed new road would, says Mr. 
Hamshaw, be naturally opposed by 
the present stage line owners and by 
the railway company. It would, how- 
ever, give a new Impetus to the camp, 
and greatly increase Its population, its 
business, and Its contributions to pro- 
vincial revenue. 

Another matter witli which Mr. 
Hamshaw is at present concerned is 
the securing of more water for his 
company's operations. This will have 
to be flumed nnd piped a distance of 
1!) miles, and if the applications of the 
company* are favorably entertained by 
the government, a further Investment 
of approximately $r.00,000 will be made 
by tile Plttsburg-Brltlsh Gold com- 
pany. 

J. M. Ruffner, of the North Columbia 
Gold Mining company, whose Atlln 
Held is Pine creek .arrived in the city 
yesterday evening, on his way to his 
homo in Cincinnati, Ohio. He says 
that bis company has had a fairly 
satisfactory season, amply water be- 



ing available. The lew fl-mllo ditch 
completed in 190S wc ked quite as sat- 
isfactorily as lie Jim dared to hope It 
would. While he d >ea not think the 
gold output for t'iiej ,eason will equal 
last season's total, M Kul'cncr declares 
that this should not i misinterpreted 
us an unfavorable ' .1. The reduced 
production, he says, due entirely to 
the fact that many n he larger com- 
panies have been a . ue engaged In 
the enlargement of ' aeir equipment, 
actual mining boing ' ..nporarlly aban- 
doned of necessity. .Mr. Ruffner be- 
lieves that hydraulic mining in Atlln is 
only In its infancy, ur/l looks for In- 
fUiitdy better results a few years 
hence. 

13. A. Lascelle ami Joseph Wendell, 
two of the veterans of the Cariboo 
mining field, are also in the Capital at 
present. The chief interest in then- 
reports is with respect to navigation, 
rather than mining, however. The sea- 
son Just past has shown how the up- 
per waters of the Frasor, the Canoe 
river, the Nechaco'nnd the Columbia 
are all virtually inter-navigable, by

Port George, according to 
Mr. Wend6li has now a bi-monthly 
mall service, John Houston, not the 
government, being, however, respon- 
d-Surely," says Mr. Wondol, "the 
finances of the Dominion must he in 
a bad wav when it becomes necessary 
for a publisher to inaugurate, a private 
mall service, in order that he may get 
his paper to Its readers more fre- 
quently than once a month."

With the property owners on Uouk- 
laa street practically unanimous in 
their support of the scheme oC im- 
provement which includes a pavement 
and an up-to-date system of lighting 
similar to that now being adopted in 
Seattle and other cities, the city coun- 
cil will meet their wishes and .make an 
early start on the Improvement 
scheme, 

At last night's meeting of the streets, 
bridges and Beavers committee a depu- 
tation of owners waited on the com- 
mitee with the object of hearing the 
report which the city electrician sub- 
mitted as to the coat of the lighting 
scheme. .Mr. H utchinson repotted as 
follows: 

With reference to the matter of pro- 
posed system of cluster lighting on 
Douglas street I would say that the 
question of efficient " street lighting 
has been the subject of considerable 
Investigation by the authorities in the 
larger cities of the east, and stent dif- 
ference of opinion exists as to the 
relative merits of the arc lamp sys- 
tem as compared with the incandes- 
cent, the former is capable of KivinK 
from four to live times the amount of 
illumination obtainable from the lat- 
ter on an equal energy consumption, 
arid lias consequently been generally 
adopted for street lighting purposes. 
The actual candle power available Is 
riot a true measure of satisfactory II- 
luirithation as the use of lamps of high 
candle power placed at a. considerable 
distance apart would not give even 
lighting In the immediate vicinity of 
the lamps, there Is present a glare 
which renders intermediate points 
comparatively dark by contrast. The 
use of cluster lamps of low candle 
In tin' petition is one that is beinfe 
very even diffusion. The plan outlined 
in the petition is one. that is going 
adopted to a considerable extent, the 
advent of the Tungsten lamp requir- 
ing a lower energy consumption for its 
operation has to a certain extent ren- 
dered possible the use of incandescent 
lamps for street lighting purposes. 
The cost of distribution and mainten- 
ance of this system is still far in ex- 
cess of the arc lighting series system, 
and I would not advise a general adop- 
tion of the proposed system, but tak- 
ing into consideration/' the fact that 
the appearance of the street will be 
enhanced and thai the property own- 
ers are willing to meet the council In 
the matter of increased cost I would 
respectfully recommend thai the sys- 
tem outlined be adopted, providing 
that a satisfactory arrangement can 
be made with petitioners covering the 
extra, cost involved. The following 
statement will serve the purpose in 
making comparison of costs. To lifvlit 
Douglas street from Humboldt to Cor- 
morant street by means of the usual 
system of arc lamps would case $750 
per annum, (a) Cost of above, using 
Incandescent clusters, based on 3,600 
hours operation and current at J cents 
per k.w hour, would be: Energy, 
$1,250; lamp and globe renewals, etc., 
$1,750. Total $.'1,OUO.

In. ids opinion il. would bo bet- 
ter to put In flfty.-6.ight lamp posts of 
the cluster . light typo instead of the 
lifty asked for by the owners.

After considerable discussion It was 
decided that the owners will pay for 
the installation of the system and the 
city will supply the electricity, the 
cost of maintenance to be charged up 
against the owners on a foot front 
taxation basis to Be decided on the 



yearly assessment. Tho cost of sup- 
plying the electricity is tlgured at 
$1,000 a year. 

As to the style of post's to be in- 
stalled the electric light committee of 
tho council and a. committee of the 
owners will decide this at some future 
date. 

Mr. Chalioner, of the lirm of Chal- 
lone'r & Mitchell; stated that the B. C. 
Electric company has practically 
promised to do everything possible tu 
assist in the scheme of. improvement. 
As it will be impossible to place the 
company's power lines underground, 
tlie idea is to carry the trolley wires 
on. iron posts located, between the 
tracks. Mr. Clia.lloner urged upon the 
council the advisability of asking the 
company to undertake this work. 

The company will double truck its 
lines on Douglas street prior to. tho 
pavement work being carried out-

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Council Decides It Requires 
More Data Before Submit- 
ting Bylaw to Electors 



That the members of the council and 
tho ratepayers have not sufficient data 
before them on which to form an opin- 
ion as to the merltH or demerits of a 
board of control and that It would bo 
bettor. In view of the apparent lack of 
authority under the legislative enact- 
ment, not to proceed further until some 
necessary amendments to tho act as 
now In force, are secured, is the opin- 
ion of the city council. 

As a result the bylaw which has been 
prepared to submit to the electors some 
time this month in order that the elec- 
tion of the board of control members 
might tako place at the forthcoming 
civic elections was not considered and 
tho referendum on the question "shall 
a board of control be appointed" -will 
not be submitted to the electors as was 
proposed by Mayor Hall. 

The members of the council, with the 
exception of Alderman Hoss, last night 
declared their belief that a board of 
control would doubtless be a good thing 
but until sufficient Information is so- 
cured showing Just how such a board 
would work in Victoria and what tho 
functions of boards in other cities are 
the matter could not be intelligently 
considered. 

When tho matter was first considered 
In council it was referred to the city 
solicitor and city barrister and it by- 
law was prepared but the legislative 
committee of the council after consid- 
ering the measure reported as follows 
to the council: 

Committee's Report. 

Your committee on legislation have 
• considered the draft of tho bylaw to 
appoint a board of control prepared by 
the city barrister, and desire to point 
out that they experience tho following 
difficulties: 

(a) It Is not clear whether two mem- 
bers of the board can act in the absence 
of the third: 

(10 The salary to be paid to the mem- 
bers of the board and the additional 
salary to the mayor (if any) is no', 
llxed; 

(c) Mayor and aldermen have to 
make, under section S5 of tho Municipal 
Elections Act. a statutory declaration 
proving that they are British subjects 
possessing the qualifications required by- 
law; that they will not have, whilst 
holding any office, any Interest, direct- 
ly or Indirectly. In a^iy contract or 
services connected with the corporation; 
that they have not employed any bri- 
bery, corruption or Intimidation to gain 
election, and that 'they will faithfully 
perform tho duties of office, and will 
not allow any private Interests to In- 
lluence their conduct in public matters; 

(d) No indemnity bond Is prescribed. 
The duties although defined by tho 

act, may be increased by bylaw of tho

council, but no provision is made as to 
the time they are to devote to munici- 
pal affairs, or that they will give tho 
whole of their time to municipal af- 
fairs during office hours.

All of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

City Barrister's Opinion 

The city barrister in giving his 



opinion of the proposition, wrote as 
follows: 

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter this morning enclosing draft by- 
law and recommendation of the com- 
mittee on legislation. Dealing with the 
matters seriatim the committee sug- 
gest: 

(a) It Is not clear whether two mem- 
bers of tho board can act In the ab- 
sence of the third. A. The act makes 
no provision therefor. Where a muni- 
cipal act declares that three shall dis- 
charge certain duties and makes no 
other provision, the council may not by 
bylaw enable two to discharge such 
duties.

Diced; A. Sub-section 4 of Sec. 322B 
enacts that the council mny ilx by by- 
law the salary to bo paid to the mem- 
bers of the board of control. There Is 
no objection to having Uns salary ilxod 
in tho bylaw constituting tho board. 
Tho council could, liowevor, fix the 
salaries after the passage of the by- 
law, unless the bylaw otherwise pro- 
vided. 

(ci) Relative to sthiutory declarations 
of mayor and aldermen under Sec. 85 
of the municipal elections act. A. It 
would be as well, I think, to omit this 
Inasmuch as subsection 2, section 
declares the practice relating to elec- 
tion of members of the board of con- 
trol and we should nut attempt to en- 
large or limit the effect of such de- 
claration. You will note that by this 
subsection the provisions of the muni- 
cipal clauses act providing for nomina- 
tion and election for mayor shall, 
except as otherwise provided therein, 
mutatis mutandis apply to the nomina- 
tion and election of controllers. 

(d) No indemnity bond is prescribed. 
A, The act does not make provision 
therefor. 

(e) Increase of duties of board and 
time of Its members. A. There should 
not be any objection to the insertion 
of a clause covering this point as in 
the draft enclosed. 

(O No provision is made for the re- 
call of any member upon the petition 
of taxpayers. A. The act does not on- 
able the council so to do by bylaw. 

(g) Property owners. A. The list 
used for the election of mayor In the 
next election being the list in force at 
the time should be the one used. 
More Information Needed. 

Aldormun Stewart, chairman of the 
legislative committee, stated that full 
consideration of the matter had been 
given, it was a very important sub- 
ject and should have been brought up 
earlier in order that all Information 
might have been secured from those 
cities where boards of control have 
been operative. He was not against 
the idea but the council cannot intelli- 
gently discuss such a scheme and it 
would not be fair either to the coun- 
cil' or the ratepayers to put a meas- 
ure before the people when Its true ef- 
fect is not fully known. It would be 
better to refer the committee's report 
to the Union of Municipalities of 
British Columbia and necessary pow- 
ers to form such a board which would 
be suitable could be asked of the leg- 
islature. 

Alderman Mable also urged getting 
full powers from the legislature and 
then submitting the question to the 
people, and Aldermen McKeown, Bish- 
op and Raymond advocated going 
slowly. Alderman Fullerton stated 
that ho had been advised by an emi- 
nent legal authority that the power of 
recall, which if favored, could not be 
granted by the provincial legislature 
but would have to be .secured through 
an amendment to the B.N. A. Act. He 
would like to have neon the board el- 
ected at the next civic election but 
evidently that will be an impossibil-. 
Ity. 

Mayor Hall stated he had had no 
Idea of the defects In tho act and he 



had not expected that tho election of 
the board would have taken place untl 1 
1011. When the matter had been taken 
up with the executive of the union of 
municipalities of British Columbia tho 
idea was to allow the electors to vote 
on a referendum at tho coming elec- 
tion but not bring tho board into force 
until the next election. Had that not 
been his understanding ho would have 
introduced tho subject earlier. The 
referendum however could bo put and 
then if the electors favor the board of 
control idea the council could go to 
tho leglslaturo for additional powers. 

It was finally decided not to put the 
referendum but to refer the matter to 
the Union of Municipalities of 'Brit- 
ish Columbia and have that body apply 
to the legislature for necessary pow-

KELPS MARKET 



T^ndoncy io Advance is Check- 
ed By Desire to Realize 
Profits 



NEW YORK, Dec. 10.— -The choppy 
and uneven movement of stockfi to- 
day was partly traceable to the proflt- 
takiiig operations bused on tho con- 
siderable rise In prices for tho week. 
There were some disquieting rumors, 
which caused weakness la individual 
stocks and added to their Irregularity 
of the market. Tho undertone of the 
market, however still showed the ben- 
eficial effects of the interpretation 
placet! on the President's message and 
tho clearing of the money situation by 
the reduction of the Bank of Eng- 
land's discount rate. 

The disturbing rumors had to do 
mainly with Reading; which was said 
to bo Involved with the commodities 
clouso of the Hepburn law. Inquiry 
failed to bring out any definite in- 
formation on this subject, and tho lat- 
er market showed some relief from Its 
Influence, The special strength shown 
by the Penna. group was accompanied 
by rumors that tlie. control of the Nor- 
folk nnd Western had reverted to thai 
system through the medium of the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis. 

The statistics for November of the 
Copper Producers' association lack 
stimulating influence:'. The nominal 
decrease in stocks in the hands of pro- 
ducers resulted from a reduction in 
output, the deliveries for consumption 
and export falling slightly below those 
for November in spite of the stimulat- 
ing effect of it rumor of a combina- 
tion of producers to restrict the out- 
put, which enlivened the market lot- 
copper early In the month. 

A great deal of interest attached to 
the report that sales had been effect- 
ed of a block of U. S. Steel stock 
which was taken by a syndicato of 
French . bankers at the time the pro- 
ject for listing the stock on the Paris 
bourse was attempted. It was the gen- 
eral belief that tho placing of this 
block by the banking houses closo to 
tho IT. S. Steel Corporation carried 
with it Implied obligations regarding 
future dividend action, and also mar- 
ket management, and that it was an 
integral part of the. great market com- 
palgn in the stock which gave signs 
of origin when IJ. S. Steel broke at 
41 3-4 after the open market for steel 
products was announced in February. 

Estimates of the week's currency 
movement showed the strong counter- 
currents In force. The express move- 
ment with the Interior has yielded a 
heavy balance in favor of New York, 
which is supposed to leave a net small 
gain in cash for the banks after al- 
lowing for the $1, GOO, 000 absorptions 
for the treasury operations and $1,- 
700,000 of gold exported. 

The expected St. Paul' financing ap- 
peared today in tho announcement of 
the sale of $25,000,000 of general mort- 
gage four per cent bonds. Railroad 
ami corporation financing will make 
increasing demands on the money 
markets for tho rest of the month and 
January. 

The bids received lor $12,500,000 of 
New Vork city bonds • opened late in 
the day gave no suggestion of stimu- 
lation of investment demands. 

Ponds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value. $4,278,000. I'. S. TJomls 
were unchanged on call.

(Furnished by I-'. w. Stevenson & Co) 
CHICAGO, lice. in. — Tho market 
Blurted si rung and scored an early ad- 
vance to 110'i Dei-ember and '108^ 
May. This proved to be the top price 
for December for the day and' that 
closed 110, having a reaction of hourly 
one cent at 1 1 o'clock-, and a second 
swell to top figure an hour later! Wh n 
the trade was supplied with a. direct 
Argentine cable from a Chicago ob- 
server on the ground, claiming that, 
frost Injury to the crop was unlmporl- 
ant and a o*italn group of bear tradcrjj 
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Although the problem of providing 
iron aria steel ships with compasses 
which shall at all timea and in all 
places be free from deviation is by no 
means solved, still great progress lias 
been made during the past few years 
towards the attainment of that object. 
One of the most important duties ot a 
master or owner with respect to a 
vessel is to ascertain that the com- 
passes are in thorough working order 
and that they are free from the dis- 
turbing influences of moveable iron, or 
of< fixed iron too near the compass; 
also that a table of deviations (or tlie 
amount of error on each course) is 
furnished for the Standard of Navi- 
gating compass. There is no distinct 
advantage in using two or more com- 
passes wherewith to navigate a ves- 
sel, as the mean results of any num- 
ber of compasses would not necessar- 
ily be near the truth; indeed they may 
all deviate in one dlreotion and conse- 
quently all be largely in error. Hence 
the necessity of depending upon one 
compass alone, such compass being in- 
telligently placed on board where it 
will be least affected by local magne- 
tic influences, and being scientifically 
compensated and adjusted by artificial 
means. The compasses of every ves- 
sel are subject to derangement in 
pointing- to the magnetic north; this 
derangement arising from the iron 
employed in the ship's construction 
receiving magnetism from tlie earth. 
In obedience to a natural law, and then 
acting on the compass needle; the re- 
sulting error is familiarly known as 
"the deviation of tho compass." The 
"deviation" differs in amount in dif- 
ferent vessels, and in different posi- 
tions in the same vessel; the devia- 
tions in one ship are, therefore, not 
generally a guide to the deviations in 
another ship. It. further varies in 
amount as the ship's bend points in 
various directions, so that there is no 
security for the faithful performance 
of a compass, unless its errors from 
point to point are known and recorded 
in a table. Before proceeding to de- 
scribe tho various methods by which 
the "deviation" can be determined, it 
is necessary to explain to the layman 
reader, what Is embodied in the term 
"local magnetic influences;" this can 
be done without entering into the 
"dark technicalities" of compass ad- 
justment. Local magnetic influences 
may be divided into three different 
classes (1) the magnetism a vessel re- 
ceives from tho earth whilst building, 
rendered partly permanent by 
means of the hammering and 
riveting she Is subjected to 
during the course of construction. (2) 
Magnetism, soft iron in a horizontal 
position, situated around the compass 
(such as deck beams, hand rails, etc.) 
— receives by induction from the earth. 
(3) Magnetism, soft iron in a vortical 
postlon. situated around the compass 
(such as stantions. funnel, etc.) — re- 
ceives by induction from the earth. 
The partly permanent, or ''sub-per- 
manent," magnetism of a vessel. is 
similar to that of an ordinary mag- 
netized stool bar. Inasmuch as 'the two 
magnetic poles of the vessel always 
remain In the same position and keep 
tho same name. It will therefore read- 
ily be seen, that deviations arising from 
this cause must too compensated by 
means of permanent magnets, so 
placed that the North Polo of the mag- 
nets coincide with tlie South Polo of 
the ship, nnd vice versa. The exact 
position of the magnetic poles of a 
ship can toe ascertained from the di- 
rection of tho ship's head and her geo- 
graphical position whilst building. It 
may also be arrived at toy a mathe- 
matical computation involving the co- 
afflcients B. and C. used by compass 
adjusters. Unlike the sub-permanent 
'magnetism, the magnetic horizontal 
soft iron beams receive from the 
earth's inductive force Is ever chang- 
ing its power and character, as the 
direction of the ship's head (and Con- 
sequently the direction of tho iron 
beam) is changed. This being under- 
stood it Is easily seen that with tho 
ship's head in an easterly direction 
the port end of a transverse iron beam 
receives "rod" magnetism through be- 
ing nearer to the north magnetic pole 
of the earth, tlie starboard end ac- 
cordingly receiving "blue" magnetism 
from the south magnetic pole. As the 
ship's head changes In azimuth and 
swings into tlie western s, ■mi-circle, so 
does the magnetic character of the 
transverse iron beams undergo a com- 
plete reversal. The deviation arising 
from this cause, could not therefore 
bo compensated for by means of a per- 
manent magnet, as the poles of the hit- 
ter remain the same irrespective 
of direction. Consequently resort is 
made tn soft iron correctors placed in 
such a manner as to produce a direct- 
ly opposite effect upon the compass 
needle to that caused by the trans- 
verse soft iron in the vessel. The 
magnetism induced into vertical iron 
is of a similar nature to the last nam- 
ed, excepting that It does not change 
as the ship's head swings in azimuth; 
it changes only when tho ship alters 
her magnetic latitude. It Is. zero 
on the magnetic equator and 
reaches its maximum at the 
magnetic poles. This disturbing influ- 
ence must therefore be compensated 
for by means of a vertical soft Iron 
pillar, placed in such a position near 
tlie compnss ns to produce an oppo- 
site effect to that caused by- the verti- 
cal soft iron in the ship. In the above 
three causes of coinpars deviation, tlie 
vessel is presumed" to bo upright, but 
should she at nny time have a heel or 
list another form . of deviation appears 
in the form of "heeling error." This 
is caused by the various components of 
the ship magnetism being brought to 
one side or other of tho compass by 
the vessel heeling over. Any compen- 
sation made for this error holds good 
only while tlie vessel remains in the 
same magnetic latitude us that in 



which the adjustment was made, con- 
sequently in foreign-going vessels it 
has to be altered frequently, but in 
local vessels can be permanently ad- 
justed. Therefore a correct table of 
deviation is absolutely essential to the 
safe navigation of local vessels and all 
should be compelled to haveone. Sev- 
eral processes can be employed to do 
this, but tho one in coimr.on use con- 
sists In "swinging" tho vessel, or plac- 
ing her head on different azimuths, 
and observing its azimuth by the com- 
pass and also Its magnetic azimuth by 
one or the "other of the following me- 
thods: 

(1) By reciprocal bearings. 

(2) Tlie bearings of a distant object. 

(3) Azimuths and Amplitudes of 
'heavenly bodies, or these may be com- 
bined. 

These remarks serve to show the ne- 
cessity of having compasses on board 
all vessels intelligently compensated 
nnd adjusted, and a reliable table of 
deviations computed for each com- 
pass; and that this responsible work 
cannot be carried out by other than 
thoroughly competent and duly quali- 
fied persons.

"WATER CLAUSES CONSOLIDATION 
ACT, 1897"
